> I need a good quantity of a plastic slug tuned PC mount coil form as 
> follows : 

> OD of form- .18 to .22" 

> Height - 5/8"4 mint 3/4" optimum 

> Slug Mat'l - used at 28 thru 116 Mhz. 

> These coil forms are mounted by simply pushing them thru a 
tight 


> fitting hole in PC board until the small base flange contacts underside of 
> board. The base flange size is not critical as I trim it down to just 
barely 

> bigger than the form.What you end up with is just a coil form rising above 
the board and it is wound in place.There are no terminals needed. 

I have been using surplus coils that I removed a set of windings from 
and trimmed away the bases.They worked OK but old cement from windings did 
cause some winding slowdowns. 

I used to see bags of these type coils advertised in surplus catalogs, 
etc, but for the life of me cannot locate any now. I can use up to 200-300 
of them.

For me, the whole purpose in building the Nor'Easter is to have a small, 
light weight receiver for backpacking. I really enjoy listening to a little 
news or music before going to sleep in my tent. Obviously a conventional 
a.m. or £.m. radio doesn't work in the back country. 


I build my own enclosures out of ABS plastic. I intend to package my 
Nor'Easter similar to the Sony ICF SwW-100 

(http: //www.rnw.nl/realradio/icfsw100.html). I like the idea of a hinged 
lid to protect the controls when the radio is in my pack. The lid will also 
activate an ON/OFF switch when it is opened. I will power my Nor'Easter 
with a 9-volt Alkaline battery for short trips or a Lithium battery for 
extended excursions. I plan to use larger switches that those supplied with 
the kit to make changing frequency etc. in the dark easier. Finally, all 
the panel lettering will be done in glow-in-the-dark paint. A ten second 
blast of light from my flashlight will yield 30 minutes of panel lighting. 
So, aS you can see, my needs are quite different than most. One thing is 
for sure .... nobody will mistake my finished Nor'Easter for a 1938 
Silvertone tabletop radio. I'll try to get some pictures on my web page 
when the project is completed.
